l)r.  Charles,  Medical  Officer,  District  4,  on  leave  from  15.  12.  28  resumed  on 
1.  1.  29.  Dr.  Gregory,  Medical  Officer,  District  1,  on  leave  from  23.  9.  28  re¬ 
sumed  on  23,  3.  29.  Dr.  Bonello,  Medical  Officer,  District  2  (South),  was  granted 
4^  months’  vacation  leave  from  19.  7.  29  followed  by  1  j  months’  leave  on  half 
pay.  The  duties  of  the  district  during  Dr.  Bonello’s  absence  were  discharged  by 
the  Resident  Surgeon  and  Medical  Officer,  District  2  (North),  in  conjunction  with 
the  duties  of  their  substantive  posts. 

Dr.  Gallwey,  Medical  Officer,  District  5,  was  granted  15  days’ leave  from 
7.  7.  29.  His  duties  were  performed  by  Medical  Officer,  District  4. 

Dr.  Slinger,  Medical  Officer,  District  3,  was  granted  40  days’  vacation  leave 
from  23.  7.  29.  The  duties  of  the  district  were  discharged  by  Medical  Officer, 
District  4  and  Medical  Officer,  District  5.  Medical  Officer,  District  4  resided  at  the 


quarters  ot‘  Medical  Officer,  District  3. 

Dr.  Charles,  Medical  Officer,  District  4  was  granted  3  months’  vacation  leave 
from  18.  9.  29  followed  by  1  month’s  study  leave  on  full  pay  and  1  month’s  leave 
on  half  pay. 

The  duties  of  District  4  were  discharged  by  Medical  Officer,  District  3  and 
Medical  Officer,  District  5,  in  conjunction  with  the  duties  of  their  substantive  posts. 

Dr.  Morgan  retired  from  his  position  as  Medical  Officer,  Southern  Grenadines, 
at  the  end  of  June.  He  was  seconded  for  special  duty  on  the  Malarial  Survey  of 
Grenada  bv  the  International  Health  Board  of  the  Rockfeller  Foundation.  His 
place  was  taken  by  Dr.  Ross.  Unfortunately  owing  to  the  illness  of  Dr.  Ross  and 
the  failure  to  arrange  satisfactory  transport  facilities  no  visits  were  paid  by  the 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Southern  Grenadines  during  November  and  December. 

The  Nurse  Matron  was  granted  9  days’  leave  from  April  2nd.  Mr.  J.  L. 
Chapman,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was  granted  vacation  leave  on  full  pay  from 
13.  11.  29  to  16.  1.  3 CL 

Many  and  various  departmental  changes  were  arranged  for  among  the  Junior 
Staff  of  Dispensers,  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  District  Nurses. 

The  Junior  Staff  is  dissatisfied  with  the  small  emolument  offered,  and  the 
apparent  hopelessness  of  increase  after  years  of  service.  It  has  been  attracted  by 
the  inducements  offered  and  obtained  in  the  oil  refineries  of  Curasao,  Oruba  and 
Maracaibo.  Of  those  who  have  been  trained  locally  and  left  our  service  I  am 
pleased  to  record  their  success  in  foreign  fields  in  search  of  more  remunerative 
employment.

The  small  towns  are  represented  by  Layou,  Barrouallie  and  Ckateaubelair  on 
the  Leeward,  Calliaqua  and  Georgetown  on  the  Windward  coast,  and  the  Harbour, 
the  largest  settlement  in  the  island  dependency  of  Bequia. 

XJp  to  the  present  there  have  been  no  definite  or  fixed  appropriations  for 
village  sanitation.  Villages  and  rural  settlements  have  grown  up  higgledy-pig¬ 
gledy;  no  bye  laws  for  roads  or  yard  space;  house  and  hutment  abut  on  each  other. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Kingstown  presents  a  very  creditable  appearance  as 
a  clean  and  well  kept  small  West  Indian  centre  of  activity,  an  opinion  that  is- 
generally  expressed  by  visitors  to  the  Colony.

The  attendance  at  the  district  dispensaries  shows  a  considerable  increase 
each  year. 

The  epidemics  of  chicken  pox,  measles,  and  whooping  cough,  reported  in 
1928  continued  throughout  the  first  half  of  the  year  1929.  They  account  for 
1,130  attendances  and  62  deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  exclusive  of  still-births  was  903  as  compared  with 
930  in  1928.  Deaths  of  children  under  1  year,  27)7,  was  slightly  higher  than 
the  previous  year;  on  the  other  hand  deaths  of  children  from  1  to  5  years,  233, 


was  distinctly  less. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  attendances  at  the  dispensaries  and  the  continuance 
of  the  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  I  would  say  that  1929  was  by 
no  means  an  unhealthy  year.  The  general  death  rate  is  lower,  and  but  for  the 
epidemics  among  the  children  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  infantile  mortality 
would  have  shown  a  decrease. 

Diarrhea  in  Children  under  2  years  of  Age — The  district  returns  show 
1,136  cases  with  1  18  deaths.  The  greatest  incidence  was  in  the  3rd  quarter.  In 
persons  over  2  years  of  age  the  number  recorded  is  183  with  27  deaths. 

There  were  147)  deaths  among  persons  between  the  ages  of  7 0  and  100  years 


2.  Communicable  Diseases . 

Mosquito  or  Insect  Borne — Malaria. 

The  returns  from  the  districts  show  723  cases  with  8  deaths,  Colonial 
Hospital  returns  register  20  admissions  with  1  death.  The  general  classification 
of  deaths  show  1 1  from  this  cause. 
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During  the  year  there  was  less  sickness  from  this  condition  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

There  is  more  Malaria  on  the  leeward  than  on  the  windward  coast.  The 
centres  of  infection  are  the  lagoons  and  the  streams  or  canals  draining  into  those 
lagoons.  At  certain  seasons  of  the  }’ear  the  lagoons  do  not  discharge  their  water 
into  the  sea;  the  bank  of  sand  on  the  sea  coast  forms  a  barrier  or  dam  and  the 
interlocked  water  and  dribbling  stream  currents  form  ideal  breeding  places.  If 
there  is  a  settlement  or  village  at  the  point  of  outlet  then  there  is  a  flare  of 
Malaria.  With  the  advent  of  heavy  storm  water  from  excessive  rainfall,  the 
lanoou  bursts  through  to  the  sea  and  the  water  course  is  scoured  and  drained. 

The  ideal  centre  on  the  leeward  coast  is  at  the  settlement  on  the  Bucca- 
ment  Bay. 

Daring  1920  a  well  attended  lantern  lecture  and  demonstration  on  Malaria 
was  ariven  in  the  Cotton  House  at  the  Cane  Grove  Estate.  The  Canal  of  the  Cane 

O 

Grove  Estate  empties  into  the  lagoon  on  the  Buccament  Bay.  This  canal  was 
cleaned,  the  subsidiary  drains  cleared,  a  small  lagoon  at  the  mouth  of  the  Bucea- 
ment  river  was  filled  in  and  house  to  house  quinine  medication  was  carried  out  in 
the  Bay  settlement.  The  epidemic*  was  soon  controlled. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  doubt  that  anopheline  breeding  places  are¬ 
te  be  found  on  the  leeward  coast  especially  near  the  lagoons.  On  the  windward 
coast  breeding  pools  have  been  found  at  Brighton  and  Mt.  Greennn.  As  far  as- 
I  know  at  present  no  breeding  places  have  been  found  near  the  windward  settle¬ 
ments  which  are  more  inland  on  this  side  than  on  the  leeward  coast. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  Kingstown  the  oiling  cf  pools,  gutters  and  ravine- 
tracks  has  been  carried  out  for  the  reduction  of  mosquito  nuisance  in  general, 
especially  at  Edinboro,  Murray  lload,  Richmond  Hill,  Sion  Hill  and  Long  Wall.. 
These  efforts  are  anti-mosquito  and  not  anti-malarial.  For  the  same  object  was 
there  a  campaign  to  get  rid  of  the  wild  pines  on  the  trees  and  fill  in  the  holes  in 
the  trunks  of  trees  growing  around  the  Government  House  buildings. 

The  education  of  householders  in  the  life  history  of  the  mosquito  has  been 
a  special  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Stegomyia  bred  in  water  barrels  are- 
si  great  source  of  trouble.  Open  barrels  for  storing  drinking  water  are  numerous 
in  districts  unprovided  with  pipe-borne  supplies.  It  is  at  present  impracticable 
to  have  these  barrels  screened  against  mosquitoes  and  provided  with  taps.  House¬ 
holders  are  asked  to  empty  their  barrels  completely  and  scrub  the  sides  and' 
bottoms  twice  a  week. 

Within  the  limits. of  the  town  of  Kingstown,  on  the  bay  front,  1,852  visits 
of  inspection  of  boats  and  lighters  were  made.  On  89  of  these  visits  larvae  were 
found  in  the  boats  or  lighters  inspected. 

Infectious  Diseases: — Enteric  Fever. 

1 1  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  10  cases  in  1928. 
There  were  2  deaths.  7  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  hospital  with  1  death.

Of  the  3  cases  reported  from  Barrouallie  in  District  2  (South),  2  were  contacts  of 
the  1st. 

The  case  reported  from  the  Grenadines  was  the  Captain  of  a  sailing  craft. 
The  source  of  infection  appears  to  have  been  the  island  of  Guadeloupe.  The 
source  of  origin  of  the  others  could  not  he  traced. 

As  soon  as  a  case  is  notified  it  is  removed  if  possible  to  the  General  or 
Casualty  Hospital.  The  premises  are  disinfected  and  all  possible  contacts  are 
inoculated.

Diphtheria — 1  case  ending  fatally.  A  little  white  male  child  aged  2  years, 
arrived  from  New  York  with  his  mother  about  December  18th,  1928.  The  mother 
and  child  lived  with  her  parents  at  Sion  Hill.  The  mother  returned  to  New  York 
in  February  1929.  The  child  took  ill  about  March  20th.  On  March  31st  it  was 
recommended  to  hospital  where  it  was  seen  by  myself.  The  fauces  were  covered 
with  an  extensive  membrane,  and  I  considered  the  case  moribund.  A  careful 
search  failed  to  discover  any  other  case,  or  even  any  one  with  a  history  of  sore 
throat  or  nasal  discharge.  Disinfection  of  bedding  and  premises  was  carried  out. 
No  other  case  was  discovered  or  reported  during  the  year. 

Chicken  Pox ,  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  continued  to  be  epidemic  during 
a  greater  part  of  the  year.  The  Mortality  registered  from  the  above  causes  num¬ 
bered  62.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  sequela  have  helped  to  increase  the  mortality 
of  the  children  who  have  died  under  5  years  of  age. 

lubercvlosis.  During  the;  year  there  were  1 0 1  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
of  all  forms;  73  were  specified  as  of  pulmonary  type.  The  total  deaths  from  the 
disease  during  the  vein-  was  i3.  of  which  37  were  pulmonary. 

A  serious  obstacle  in  the  control  of  the  disease  no  doubt  results  from  the  hous¬ 
ing  conditions  prevailing  among  the  poorer  classes.  Ventilation  is  not  a  factor  in 
the  construction  of  the  labourer's  cottage.  Even  the  living  room  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum  cubic  capacity.  An  occupant  of  a  labourer’s  hut  afflicted  with  pulmon¬ 
ary  tuberculosis  subjects  the  other  occupants  to  direct  persistent  and  mass  infection. 

Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  are  carried  out  regularly  by  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Staff  of  all  cases  notified  as  occurring  in  their  districts.

I  am  entirely  responsible  for  the  classification  of  the  causes  of  death  attached 
to  this  report.  It  will  not  be  found  to  agree  with  the  classification  attached  to 
the  Registrar’s  Report.  It  shows  the  number  and  causes  of  deaths  in  each 
medical  district  and  not  according  to  centres  of  registration. 

Though  not  claiming  perfect  accuracy,  it  enables  me  to  estimate  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  disease  in  each  district;  to  recognise  individual  idiosyncrasies  of  Medical 
Officers  and  affords  the  opportunity  to  call  attention  to  the  prevalence  of  disease 
or  the  occurrence  of  a  mortality  at  an  age  apparently  in  excess  of  the  normal  rate.

General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 


Sewage  Disposal.  The  provision  of  latrines  on  premises  where  previously 
none  existed  was  carried  a  step  further  by  the  erection  of  4l2 8  privies  on  private 
premises  and  5  deep  pit-latrines  on  estates.  Nearly  all  of  the  larger  estates  have 
now  provided  privy  accommodation  for  their  resident  labourers. 

The  records  from  the  various  Sanitary  Inspectors  show  a  total  of  2,379 
latrines  erected  since  the  reorganisation  of  the  Sanitary  Department  in  1927.  This- 
number  takes  into  account  only  those  latrines  erected  as  a  result  of  notices  and 
verbal  orders  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  As  many  househoulders  put  in 
the  necessary  accommodation  without  being  ordered  to  do  so,  the  actual  number 
of  latrines  erected  during  the  period  1927-1929  is  far  in  excess  of  the  figure 
quoted  above. 

The  maintenance  and  improvement  of  existing  privies  form  one  of  the  most 
important  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Staff.  Experience  proves  that  in  the  absence  of 
regular  supervision,  the  latrines  are  allowed  to  fall  into  disrepair. 

At  the  end  of  1929  there  were  36  septic  tanks  in  the  Colony.  All  were 
functioning  satisfactorily.  The  householders  in  and  around  Kingstown  whose  tanks 
are  dependent  on  the  Town  water  supply  continue  to  be  inconvenienced  by  an 
intermittent  supply  of  water  during  the  dry  season.  The  promised  increase  has 
again  failed  to  materialise.

Scavenging  ancl  Refuse  Disposal.  The  scavenging  services  of  Kingstown 
and  the  small  towns  were  carried  cut  without  interruption.  3,435  cart  loads  of 
garbage  amounting  to  4,153  cubic  yards  were  removed  from  Kingstown;  from 
the  small  towns  8,703  cart  loads  totalling  4,768  cubic  yards. 
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The  installation  of  an  incinerator  for  Kingstown  could  not  he  carried  out 
during  the  year.  A  site  has,  however,  been  purchased  and  the  plant  ordered. 

Permission  was  granted  to  extend  the  dumping  area  on  the  Constantine 
lands.  The  reclamation  of  this  boggy  area  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of 
the  town  boundary  has  been  a  definite  sanitary  improvement.  There  was  no  fly 
nuisance  from  the  dumping  ground. 

Drainage.  As  the  result  of  notices  and  verbal  directions,  13,675  feet  of 
drain  were  cleared  and  112  feet  of  new  drains  constructed.  At  Georgetown,  the 
storm  water  from  the  abutting  Grand  Sable  Estate,  frequently  flooded  the  town. 
The  Government  has  come  to  the  rescue  with  an  appropriation  from  General 
Revenue  of  £250  as  a  first  instalment  l'or  a  large  concrete  surface  drain,  a  portion 
■of  which  has  been  completed. 

At  Calliaqua  protection  from  flooding  has  apparently  been  effected  by  deep¬ 
ening  the  bed  and  straightening  the  banks  of  the  offending  water  course.  At 
any  rate  there  has  been  no  overflooding  of  this  small  town  from  this  source 


during  the  year. 

Water  Supplies.  Comment  has  already  been  made  on  the  intermittent  supply 
delivered  in  Kingstown  during  the  dry  season.  At  times  the  supply  is  only 
available  from  6  a.m.  to  9  a.m.  and  3  pan.  to  6  pan.  Apart  from  the  discomfort 
to  the  householders  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  scrub  and  flush  out  drains. 

On  the  3rd  of  December  the  water  supply  in  Kingstown  failed.  This  con¬ 
dition  continued  during  the  next  day.  It  appears  that  the  filter  beds  had  never 
been  cleaned  for  1 9  or  20  years.  The  failure  of  the  supply  resulted  from  the 
absolute  choking  of  the  filter  bed  in  use. 

The  Troumaca  supply  was  undertaken  and  successfully  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Works  Department.  The  necessity  for  this  supply  was  a  few'  years  ago 

strongly  advocated  bv  Dr,  F.  T.  Auden  while  he  acted  as  Medical  Officer  in  this 

•/  • 

district.  The  water  is  piped  from  a  point  in  the  hills  about  4^  miles  away, 
filtered,  stored  and  delivered  to  the  peasantry  at  Troumaca  and  Rosehall.  Pre¬ 
viously  the  inhabitants  of  these  Land  Settlement  areas,  now  thriving  centres  on 
the  Leeward  coast,  had  to  tramp  a  mile  or  more  for  a  bucket  of  water. 

At  Georgetown  there  is  a  reservoir  and  a  pipe-borne  supply.  Gradually  this 
became  intermittent.  A  long  time  seemed  to  elapse  before  investigation  was 
undertaken  and  efforts  made  to  clean  out  the  choked  pipes.  There  has  been  uo 
further  trouble. 

The  Dalzell  spring,  which  supplies  the  village  settlements  of  Upper  Stubbs 
and  Victoria,  was  protected  from  contamination  by  enclosure  in  2  separate  con¬ 
crete  chambers.  It  had  been  hoped  that  the  supply  would  have  been  collected 
in  a  reservoir  and  piped  down  to  the  larger  settlement  of  Lower  Stubbs. 

The  supply  laid  down  some  years  ago  for  Calliaqua,  similarly  that  at  Layou, 
require  in  the  near  future  careful  investigation  for  tlieir  improvement. 

Offensive  Trades.  Uothing  of  importance  worthy  of  comment,  was  observed 
during  the  year. 

Clearance  of  bush  and  undergrowth.  In  this  tropical  island  with,  its  present 
peasant  population  there  is  continual  warfare  against  over  and  undergrowth  to  let 
air  and  sunshine  into  the  yards  and  houses. 

Sanitary  Inspections.  42,296  house  inspections  were  made;  694  written 
notices  were' served ;  10,191  verbal  orders  given.  Altogether  10,885  nuisances 
were  abated  as  a  result  of  notices  and  orders.  1  he  details  of  this  work  are 
appreciated  by  an  examination  of  Tables. 

Doratis'*  lion.  1,670  rates  are  returned  as  trapped  or  poisoned. 


3.  School  Hygiene. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  school 
buildings.  The  internal  surfaces  of  many  have  been  painted;  educational  pictures 
of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board  have  been  hung  up  and  help  to  add  an  air  of 
brightness  to  the  class  rooms;  additional  furniture-desks,  benches  and  blackboards

have  been  supplied;  hat  racks  have  been  put  in  on  which  to  hang  the  caps  and 
hats.  Wherever  there  is  available  space  around  the  school  buildings  it  is  converted 
into  plav  grounds  or  garden  plots  for  the  children.  The  immediate  result  of 
these  general  improvements  has  been  increased  attendance.  If  this  is  maintained 
the  buildings  will  have  to  be  enlarged  to  obviate  overcrowding,  a  feature  at 
present  noticeable  in  some  of  the  schools. 

in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  efforts  are 
being  made  to  provide  separate  latrine  accommodation  for  the  teaching  staff  and 
the  pupils  of  each  sex.  There  are  so  many  schools  that  require  the  necessary 
accommodation  that  the  work  can  only  bo  undertaken  gradually.  In  the  past, 
denominational  school  buildings  have  been  established  at  localities  with  so  little 
vnrd  space  that  apart  from  a  possible  playground  there  is  not  even  room  for 
latrine  accommodation.  However  progress  is  being  made.  At  Marriaqua  a  pail 
closet  was  erected  for  the  teaching  staff.  The  contents  are  emptied  into  the 
‘'Kentucky"  latrine  used  by  the  pupils.  At  Stubbs  there  was  reconstruction. 
The  unhygienic  “counter’’  seats  were  replaced  by  “box’'  seats  adapted  for  the 
teaching  staff,  infants  and  bigger  pupils.  The  contents  are  emptied  daily  in  a 
well  built  and  scaled  disposal  pit  on  the  grounds  near  by.  Hitherto  the  scaven¬ 
ger  was  supposed  to  tramp  f  mile  to  empty  the  contents  into  the  sea.  This  of 
course  was  never  done;  the  contents  were  being  emptied  in  the  nearest  gully  or 
stream. 

Similar  reconstruction  was  carried  out  at  the  Buccament  School  latrine. 
Minor  repairs  were  effected  at  other  schools.  Altogether  a  sum  of  £60  was  ex¬ 
pended  on  Public  and  School  latrines  in  the  Colony  during  the  year. 

The  drinking  water  for  the  pupils, must  receive  some  attention.  The  child¬ 
ren  cannot  be  expected  to  run  out  of  school  for  10  to  60  minutes  to  look  for  a 
drink,  or  have  to  bring  their  supply  in  bottles. 

The  District  Medical  Officers  paid  126  quarterly  visits  of  inspection  to  the 
Primary  Schools.  The  scope  of  these  visits  includes  a  report  on  the  general 
health  of  the  pupils  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings,  yards  and  latrines. 
.14,368  pupils  were  inspected  of  whom  342  were  referred  for  medical  treatment. 
Of ‘those  referred  84  were  afflicted  with  Yaws,  114  with  ulcers  and  97  with 
other  forms  of  skin  disease.  Measures  for  extending  the  scope  of  these  inspec¬ 
tions  and  to  secure  if  possible  better  results  are  under  consideration. 


IV.  Labour  Conditions. 

There  is  no  sign  of  anv  abatement  of  the  emigration  to  the  oil  refineries. 
The  Colony  has  benefited  by  the  amount  of  money  remitted  by  the  emigrants  to 
their  families. 

There  has  been  a  marked  falling  off  of  the  emigration  to  Cuba  and  Sam 
Domingo,  perhaps  associated  with  the  depression  in  the  Sugar  Market. 

V.  Housing  and  Town  Planning. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  condition  set  out  in  the  previous  reports. 
Under  the  proposed  building  regulations  which  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  everyone  who  intends  to  erect  a  new  building  will  he  required  to  submit  an 
application  in  writing  for  the  approval  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  before  the  work 
is  commenced. 

Vi.  Food  in  relation  to  Health  Disease. 

5,672  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  various  establishments  engaged  in  the 
preparation  and  sale  of  fond. 

Control  measures  include  the  registration  of  all  places  where  food  is  prepared 
or  sold  to  the  public,  the  medical  examination  half-yearly  of  all  persons  engaged 
in  tiie  preparation  and  sale  of  food,  and  the  licensing  of  bakeries  and  aerated 
water  factories.  916  medical  certificates  were  issued  under  the  food  regulations. 
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Meat.  At  the  Kingstown  Abattoir  there  were  slaughtered  577  cattle,  67" 
calves,  1  19  sheep,  61  goats,  and  331  pigs,  a  total  of  1,929  animals.  No  animal 
was  condemned  as  unfit  for  slaughter.  Meat  inspection  is  conducted  by  the 
Market  Clerk  who  refers  any  doubtful  matter  to  the  Town  Warden.  If  the  . 
Warden  is  not  satisfied  he  in  turn  calls  in  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  whose  opinion 
is  final. 

Milk.  Regulations  controlling  the  standard  and  purity  of  the  milk  offered 
for  sale  have  not  yet  received  legislative  sanction,  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will 
come  into  force  early  in  1930.  The  owner  of  the  Ottley  Hall  Dairy  is  the  con¬ 
tractor  for  the  supply  to  the  Government  Institutions.  He  has  continued  to' 
make  improvements  to  his  plant  and  fittings  as  well  as  the  herd.  In  addition  to 
milk  lie  supplies  butter  and  cream  for  sale. 

Market.  The  Kingstown  market  is  partly  covered  and  partly  open.  The 
covered  buildings  include  the  fish  and  butchers’  stalls  and  2  sheds  where  sundry 
articles  are  sold.  Grounds  provisions,  fruit,  &c.,  are  placed  on  the  ground  in  the 
open. 

There  is  a  proposal  before  the  Kingstown  Board  to  improve  its  market  and 
incidentally  the  condition  under  which  most  of  the  articles  are  exposed  for  sale.

Measures  taken  to 


SPREAD  THE  KNOWLEDGE  OF  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 


With  the  help  of  a  portable  magic  lantern  outfit  and  suitable  slides  lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  Tuberculosis,  Hookworm  disease,  Malaria  and  Milk  were 
given  in  Kingstown,  Calliaqua,  Georgetown,  Chateaubelair,  Troumaca,  Argyle, 
New  Ground  and  Cane  Grove.  The  attendances  aggregated  about  3,000.  Val¬ 
uable  assistance  was  given  us  by  District  Medical  Officers,  Ministers  of  Religion, 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  School  masters.  The  general  public  showed  its  appreci¬ 
ation  by  the  numbers  who  attended  each  lecture. 


C.  Training  of  Sanitary  Personnel. 

The  annual  course  of  training  for  persons  desirous  of  qualifying  as  Sanitary 
Inspectors  was  held.  8  candidates  took  the  course,  two  of  whom  passed  the 
qualifying  examination. 

The  fees  collected  amounted  to  T10,  3.  10. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors’  library  was  started  in  1927.  Every  year  additions- 
are  made  to  it.  Part  of  the  fees  collected  are  devoted  to  this  purpose.  It  now 
contains  26  volumes. 

Frosec.ntiom.  For  various  breaches  of  the  Public  Health  Law,  58  cases 
were  laid  and  50  convictions  secured.  In  1928  there  were  83  convictions.  The 
fines  amounted  to  Til  12.  6.

The  greatest  number  is  recorded  as  occurring  in  Kingstown. 

Apart  from  the  ravages  of  disease  as  evidenced  by  the  hospital  returns  of  16 
macerated  babies  in  a  total  of  28  still-births  there  are  sufficient  data  to  lead  us  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  help  afforded  by  the  “  grannies”  and  midwives  in  the 
Colony  is  not  sufficient  or  satisfactory.  Thus  we  find  of  17  deaths  from  Tetanus 
IS  occurred  in  newly  born  infants. 

Effort  s  are  being  made  to  foster  and  develop  greater  efficiency  by  better 
training  and  selection. 


VI.  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries. 

The  statistical  returns  of  the  work  performed  during  the  year  are  appended. 

General  improvement  and  repairs  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Colonial  Hos¬ 
pital.  The  Drug  Store  was  removed  from  the  main  building  between  the  Mater¬ 
nity  and  the  Children’s  Wards,  and  housed  in  a  new  addition  to  the  Linen  Store. 

A  fire  hydrant  was  laid  down  in  the  grounds  and  the  Institution  provided 
with  a  fire  fighting  appliance,  hose,  &c.,  of  its  own.  The  casualty  hospitals  and 
government  buildings  used  as  district  dispensaries  have  been  repaired  and  im¬ 
proved  where  necessary.  During  his  tour  of  inspection,  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  was  pleased  to  issue  instructions  that  subsidiary  dispensaries  should 
be  fitted  up  and  stocked  with  drugs  at  Colonarie  and  Calliaqua.  This  is  a  great 
convenience  to  the  sick  poor  who  can  now  not  only  obtain  the  services  of  the 
Hist  riot  Medical  Officer  at  these  visiting  stations  but  can  have  the  prescriptions 
dispensed  on  the  spot.  It  is  anticipated  that  other  subsidiary  dispensaries  in  other 
-districts  will  be  similarly  fitted  and  established. 

Southern  Grenadines.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Carriacou  paid  19  visits  to 
■Union  Island,  10  to  Canouan  and  9  to  Mayreau.  Owing  to  difficulties  arising 
ever  transport  only  1  visit  was  paid  to  the  islands  during  October  and  none  dur- 
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ing  November  and  December.  The  visiting  station  and  dispensary  were  moved 
from  Clifton  to  Ashton  the  more  populous  centre  in  Union  Island. 

A  cistern  for  water,  capable  of  holding  5,000  gallons  was  built  at  Mayreau  ; 
and  one  capable  of  holding  G,000  gallons  was  erected  at  Canouan.  An  additional 
collecting  area  was  completed  at  Clifton  ;  and  at  Ashton  an  over  head  concrete 
conduit  replaced  an  underground  one  to  take  rain  water  from  the  roof  of  the 
Anglican  Church  to  the  Tank. 

A  communal  latrine  over  the  sea  was  erected  for  the  inhabitants  of  Clifton. 

The  general  health  of  the  island  was  good.  The  principal  diseases  reported 
were  Malaria,  Ascariasis  and  Gastro-enteritis.  19  deaths  were  registered  of  which 
1 0  were  under  1  year  of  age. 

Bequia.  16  visits  were  paid  by  Medical  Officer,  District  1  to  this  island. 
Difficulties  of  transport  have  prevented  him  from  visiting  every  fortnight. 

A  new  government  building  was  put  up  during  the  year  ;  the  ground  floor  is 
used  as  a  dispensary,  while  the  dispenser  has  been  granted  the  privilege  of  the 
upper  storey  as  quarters.

Further  efforts  have  been  made  to  effect  improvements  and  repairs  in  the*’ 
Lunatic  and  Leper  Asylums.  More  air  and  light  have  been  let  into  the  cells  and 
rooms  of  the  former ;  additional  latrine  accommodation  and  improved  water 
supply  put  in  at  the  latter.

It  is  my  pleasure  to  record  that  during  the  year  two  very  notable  and  philan¬ 
thropic  gifts  have  been  bestowed  on  the  Medical  Department  by  well  known 
citizens  of  the  Colony. 

1.  Mr.  C.  J.  Simmons  gave  the  Government,  in  memory  of  his  father, 
Bentinck  Lodge,  as  a  residence  for  the  present  and  every  subsequent  holder  of  the 
post  of  Chief  Medical  Officer.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  residences  in  Kingstown, 

.cool  and  commodious,  situated  on  Victoria  Park  and  within  a  stone’s  throw  of  the 
Hospital.  Improvements  and  alterations  were  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent 
of  AVorks.  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  took  up  his  residence  there  in  July. 

The  annual  rental,  estimated  at  £50,  defrays  the  expenses  of  any  patient 
admitted  into  the  wards  reserved  for  paying  patients,  but  who  from  financial 
reasons  is  unable  to  afford  the  charges.  The  reserved  accommodation  is  obtained 
by  a  recommendation  from  Mr.  Simmons  or  his  Attorney. 

2.  Mr.  John  Punnett  gave  an  acre  of  land  on  the  Pembroke  Estate,  on 
which  the  new  residence  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  District  2  (South)  has  been  built. 
The  generous  gift  of  this  site  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Government. 

The  Government  of  the  Colony  now  possesses  4  residences  for  District 
Medical  Officers.
